To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors 
of  the  Havant  and  Waterloo  Urban  District  Council* 

Mr.  Chairman*  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1959  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  Urban  District. 

It  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  require 
ments  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  all  the 
necessary  data  is  incorporated  herein. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  infectious 
diseases  notified  to  me  continued  to  remain  at 
a low  level,  except  for  measles  which  was  rather 
high. 

It  is  shown  in  the  Report  that  immunisation 
against  Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough, 
Tetanus  and  Smallpox  is  continually  being  carried 


out  in  the  district.  Fortunately  there  have  been 
no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria  during 
the  year  under  review. 

However,  from  time  to  time  cases  of  Diphtheria 
and  an  occasional  death  from  this  disease  has  been 
reported  in  various  parts  of  the  country  - all  in 
children  who  have  not  boon  immunised.  I would, 
once  again,  urge  parents  to  have  their  children 
immunised  against  Diphtheria  during  the  first  six 
months  of  life  and  see  that  they  receive  a "booster11 
dose  just  before  they  go  to  school  and  again  during 
their  school  life. 

There  are,  unfortunately,  still  a number  of 
parents  who  do  not  have  their  children  vaccinated 
against  smallpox  in  infancy.  As  an  occasional  case 
of  smallpox  does  arrive  in  this  country,  generally 
brought  by  aeroplane,  it  is  unfair  to  the  children 
not  to  give  them  this  early  protection.  Also  in 
these  modern  days  of  travel  most  people  at  some  time 
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in  their  lives  go  abroad  and  it  is  then  often 
compulsory  for  them  to  be  vaccinated,  and  if  they 
have  not  had  a primary  vaccination  in  infancy  this 
procedure  in  adult  life  may  cause  a much  greater 
upset. 

The  District  continues  to  be  a very  healthy 
one  in  which  to  live.  Many  people  from  all  over 
the  country  are  coming  to  reside  in  it  to  partake 
of  the  natural  amenities  - such  as  the  sea  and 
countryside  - and  also  having  the  knowledge  that 
the  atmosphere  is  particularly  free  from  pollution. 

The  basis  of  good  health  is  a sound  mind  in 
a sound  body  and  the  foundation  of  these  two 
criteria  must  be  a good  and  stable  family  life.  I 
mention  this  because  much  has  been  written  about 
the  adverse  effects  of  television  on  the  nation1 s 
health;  this  may  be  in  some  small  way  true  in  the 
minority  of  cases  - for  example  - children  staying 
up  too  late  and/or  watching  unsuitable  programmes; 
but  in  the  main  I am  of  the  opinion  that  television 
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has  become  a focal  point  of  family  life  and  has  brought 
groat  knowledge  and  pleasure  to  many  families  who  would 
otherwise  have  been  without.  It  also  stimulates  many 
to  partake  in  new  and  worthwhile  activities  and 
generally  helps  to  stabilise  the  family  unit. 

Much  voluntary  social  work  is  carried  out  in  the 

' 

Urban  District  - both  by  individuals  and  organisations 
- and  to  all  those  concerned  - who  are  far  too  numerous  | 
to  mention  separately  - the  district  undoubtedly  owes 
a great  debt  of  gratitude,  as  it  is  well  established 
that  wo  cannot  alter  birth  or  death  but  we  can  all 
help  to  make  the  interval  more  acceptable. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  population  graph  that 
the  district  continues  to  grow  at  a great  rate,  and 
this  has  brought  about  many  problems  in  the  administra-  j 
tion  of  the  health  services  of  the  district.  Not 
least  of  these  is  the  shortage  of  staff  which  could 
not  be  increased  because  of  the  lack  of  office 
accommodation.  The  Public  Health  Department  staff 
generally  are  looking  forward  to  the  increase  of 
accommodation  in  the  near  future. 


I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and 
encouragement  during  the  year  under  review.

HAVANT  CHEST  CLINIC  * 

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  to 
me  by  Dr.  J.P.  Sharp,  Chest  Physician,  Queen 
Alexandra  Hospital,  Cosham. 

!,The  number  of  tuberculous  cases  at  31st 
December  1959  totalled  731  compared  with '704  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  Of  these  numbers,  691  are 
respiratory  patients. 

New  notifications  during  the  year  totalled  31 
and  the  number  of  transfers  into  the  area  were  58. 

Notifications  this  year  have  again  emphasized 
that  the  incidence  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  is 
now  much  more  in  older  people,  particularly  elderly 
men.  n 


In  respect  of  the  above  extract  from  the  report 
of  the  Chest  Physician,  I would  like  to  emphasize 
the  importance  of  having  an  X-Ray  investigation 
carried  out  on  all  old  people  who  suffer  from 
chronic  bronchitis,  as,  not  infrequently  these  old 
people  suffer  from  tuberculosis  and  can  convey  the 
disease  to  younger  members  of  the  family. 
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I am  well  aware  that  when  old  people  are  asked 
to  have  their  chest  X-Rayed  many  make  an  excuse  that 
they  have  had  "bronchitis  for  years " and/or  it  is 
only  due  to  "smoking”.  This  is  not  enough,  and  I 
repeat  that  old  people  with  chronic  bronchitis  should 
take  advantage  of  mass  miniature  radiography  which  is 
in  the  district  regularly  each  week.

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LABORATORY  FACILITIES . 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Portsmouth 
under  the  direction  of  Dr.  K.E.  Hughes,  M.B.E., 
M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P. , has  continued  to  carry  out  all 
the  bacteriological  examination  needed  for  the 
routine  health  administration  of  the  district. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  Hughes  and  his  staff  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  their  help  and 
advice  which  has  always  been  so  readily  available. 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

During  the  year  the  work  carried  out  by  the 
Home  Help  Service  has  shorn  a great  increase  on  'the 
previous  year,  a total  number  of  266  cases  having 
received  help.  Maternity  and  post  hospital  cases 
have  been  greater  than  before  and  again  a larger 
number  of  aged,  sick  and  infirm  have  been  assisted. 
Additional  Home  Helps  have  been  enrolled  and  there 
is  no  shortage  of  suitable  persons  to  take  on  this 
important  work.  Details  of  work  carried  out  during 
the  year  are  given  below: -

The  above  is  an  extract  of  a report  received  by 
me  from  Mrs.  Drake,  the  local  Home  Help  Supervisor. 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  that  by  far  the 
greatest  number  of  persons  helped  by  this  very  worth- 
while service  are  the  aged,  sick  and  infirm.  If  this 
service  did  not  help  these  old  people  it  is  doubtful 
whether  many  of  them  could  continue  to  live  in  their 
own  homes  and  might  well  have  to  be  removed  to 
institutions. 

As  statistics  show,  people  are  continuing  to 
live  even  longer  and  undoubtedly  in  the  future  more 
and  more  will  need  to  use  this  service. 

I would  like  here  to  pay  tribute  to  the  work 
done  by  the  Home  Help  Organiser  and  her  willing  band 
of  Home  Helps,  and  I am  looking  forward  to  the  time 
when  more  training  will  be  given  to  the  ladies  who  do 
this  work. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  many  aged  persons  who 
are  helped,  as  well  as  being  sick  and  infirm  are, 
through  no  fault  of  their  own,  often  very  difficult. 
In  order  to  cope  with  these  people  special  training 
Is  a paramount  need  for  the  Home  Helps. 


MOVEABLE  DWELhIHG-S  AND  HOLIDAY  GAMPS . 

With  the  exceedingly  fine  summer  the  Interest  in 
camping  and  caravaning  increased.  One  large  site 
accommodating  116  caravans  closed  during  the  year  and 
a number  of  smaller  sites  were  closed  and  the  caravans 
replaced  by  bungalows.  This  accentuated  the  search 
for  sites  and  reduced  the  sites  available  for  the 
tent  camper.  Although  there  was  an  increase  in 
tenting  on  Kayling  Island  no  complaints  of  nuisance 
were  received.  The  two  non-re  la  ted  Acts  of  Parliament 
controlling  moveable  dwellings  continued  to  confuse 
the  public  and  the  sooner  these  are  re-arranged  so 
that  the  possession  of  one  is  dependent  on  the  other 
the  better  for  both  officials  and  the  public,  and 
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therefore  I wait  with  interest  the  new  Caravan  Act 
which  I feel  would  obviate  some  of  the  confusion 
which  now  exists. 

The  holiday  camps  continue  to  increase  their 
accommodation  and  services  given  - the  largest  camp 
now  takes  800  guests  and  the  smallest  400.  The 
visitors  to  these  camps  are  mainljr  married  couples 
with  young  children  and  the  organisation  of  these 
camps  is  tempered  to  suit  the  requirements  of  this 
group.  In  all  of  them  is  a nursery  where  babies  may 
be  left  whilst  the  parents  enjoy  their  holidays. 

All  the  holiday  camps  have  their  own  swimming 
pools  and  these  are  regularly  sampled  throughout  the 
season,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  during  the 
year  under  review  they  have  all  been  satisfactory. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

Rats  and  mice  are,  as  is  well  known,  very  prolific. 
They  attain  sexual  maturity  long  before  they  have 
completed  their  growth. 

The  number  of  litters  per  doe  per  annum  and  the 
number  of  young  per  litter  are  dependent  upon  many 
factors,  of  ydiich  the  most  important  is  food  supply. 
Increased  nutrition  not  only  leads  to  larger  and  more 
frequent  litters,  but  it  almost  certainly  results  in 
decreasing  the  mortality  among  very  young  rats.  Although 
very  good  and  careful  mothers  as  a rule,  female  rats  eat 
their  offspring  in  certain  conditions,  such  as  when 
overcrowding  leads  to  distrubance  or  to  too  keen  competi- 
tion for  supplies. 

In  undertaking  the  work  of  rodent  control  we  are 
helping  ourselves  and  the  community  in  three  ways:- 

1.  By  preventing  the  spread  of  diseases  which  may  be 
carried  by  rats  and  mice,  e.g.  Plague,  Typhus- 
Paratyphus,  Weils  Disease,  Trichinosis,  Rat  Bite 
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Fever  (or  Sokodu),  Anthrax,  Cholera, 
Dysentery,  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease,  Swine 
Fever  and  very  possibly  food  poisoning. 

2.  By  reducing  wastage  of  food.  Rats  and  mice 
need  food  to  live  and  they  may  eat  it  or 
render  it  unfit  for  use  by  fouling  it, 
causing  spillage,  etc.  Man,  by  his  normal 
activities,  his  community  life,  necessitating 
storage  of  large  quantities  of  food,  provides 
conditions  which,  unless  carefully  v/atched 
and  controlled,  offer  invitation  to  infesta- 
tion by  these  pests. 

3.  By  reducing  the  structural  damage  due  to 
gnawing  of  woodwork,  water  pipes,  electric 
cable,  telephone  wires  etc.  Rodents  may 
burrow  beneath  buildings  and  undermine  the 
foundations.

MOSQUITO  CONTROL 


The  existing  staff  has  continued  with  the  routine 
measures  for  the  extermination  of  Mosquitoes  in  the 
Portsmouth  Havant  and  Hay ling  Island  areas,  and  a 
report  on  its  work  is  as  follows  sc- 
ouring the  early  part  of  the  year,  work  was 
confined  to  drainage  in  preparation  for  the  approach- 
ing breeding  season.  Some  areas  required  a consider- 
able amount  of  work  to  be  done,  namely,  Upper  Pound 
Marsh  and  Middle  Marsh,  Tournerbury,  Collins  Marsh  and 
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209  field,  Gutnor  area  and  the  Seawall  channel  in  220-230  fields 
at  Lower  Bedhampton,  towards  the  Portsmouth  boundary. 
These  areas  were  brought  into  line  with  the  remainder 
of  the  Control  area. 

The  first  round  of  inspection  with  necessary 
spraying  was  carried  out  throughout  the  area  from  the 
18th  to  21st  March.  Subsequent  inspections  were 
carried  out  at  fortnightly  intervals  throughout  the 
breeding  season.  Conditions  for  control  measures  were 
very  favourable  during  the  season;  even  so  unusual 
problems  were  encountered.  Craters  normally  stocked 
with  fish  and  shrimps  dried  out  and  subsequent  tidal 
influence  or  rain  storms  partly  filled  them  and  large 
numbers  of  larvae  then  appeared.  Breeding  even- 
occurred  in  craters  on  the  mudflats  outside  the  Seamlls. 
During  the  very  dry  spell  large,  deep  cracks  appeared 
in  the  clay  in  low  areas  and  larvae  were  found  to  be 
breeding  in  these,  often  inches  below  the  ground  surface. 

The  one-brooded  species  Cantans  and  Rusticus  were 
found  breeding  in  large  numbers  in  Tournerbury  Woods. 
Owing  to  the  previous  summer  and  the  w inter  being  e 
extremely  wet  the  surface  area  of  the  water  was  exten- 
sive. D.D.T.  concentrate  was  used  here  and  proved  very 
successful.  When  the  larvae  had  been  destroyed  a 
drainage  channel  was  cut  to  reduce  the  area  of  water. 
D.D.T.  concentrate  was  also  used  with  success  on  Sinah 
Pond. 


With  somewhere  between  fifty  and  sixty  miles  of 
drainage  channels  needing  attention,  plus  inspecting 
with  spraying,  I found  it  necessary  to  request  the 
employment  of  an  additional  operator.  This  request 
was  granted  in  a temporary  capacity  at  first  and 
confirmed  on  November  1st.  This  additional  operator 
on  the  staff  of  the  Mosquito  Control  -unit  will  add 
considerably  to  its  efficiency. 
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A report  of  mosquito  breeding  on  the  BInnis 
Islands  in  Langstone  Harbour  has  been  investigated. 
These  islands  are  uninhabited  but  the  fact  remains 
that  the  species  of  mosquitoes  breeding  on  them, 
namely  Aedes  Detritus  and  Gaspius  have  a known  flight 
range  of  five  miles  and  therefore  are  capable  of 
causing  a nuisance  in  coastal  districts  of  the  mainland 
and  Hayling  Island.  I propose  to  carry  out  drainage 
work  on  these  Islands  some  time  in  the  early  spring 
when  tides  and  weather  conditions  are  suitable. 

The  winter  cleaning  of  drainage  channels  is  well 
in  progress. 


SHOPS  ACT  1950. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a report  of  the 
Shops  Act  Inspector. 

^During  the  year  many  visits  have  been  made  to 
the  shops  In  the  district  and  these  are  generally 
appreciated  by  the  traders  as  it  has  been  the  policy 
of  the  Inspector  to  advise  and  guide  them  in  keeping 
within  the  Act  rather  than  to  ”catch  them  out”. 

During  the  course  of  these  visits  Information  was 
gathered  regarding  weekly  half  holidays,  closing  hours, 
Sunday  trading,  employment  of  adult  assistants,  hours 
of  work  of  young  persons  (under  18yrs)  and  generally  as 
to  the  comfort  and  conditions  of  employment  of  all  shop 
assistants.  The  latter  includes  enquiries  as  to  meal 
times,  rest  periods,  seats  for  females,  lavatory  and 
toilet  facilities,  heating  lighting  and  ventilation  and 
in  certain  cases  provision  of  a meal  room.  At  the  same 
time  due  regard  is  paid  to  the  exhibition  of  the 
statutory  forms  prescribed  by  the  Shops  Regulations  in 
respect  of  assistants  weekly  half  holidays  and  records 
of  hours  worked  where  applicable. 
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There  is  no  doubt  that  the  conditions  of 
employment  of  shopworkers  has  improved  in  recent 
years  particularly  in  the  reduction  of  the  number 
of  working  hours,  but  it  is  felt  that  more 
attention  could  be  paid  to  the  provision  of 
amenities.  Recently  there  has  been  an  exodus  of 
workers  from  shops  to  light  industry  - mainly  of 
young  persons.  This  I believe  is  due  to  better 
social,  recreational,  and  educational  facilities 
provided  by  industry.  It  would  seem  to  follow 
that  to  maintain  a reasonable  level  of  employment 
in  shops,  collective  action  must  be  taken  by  the 
traders  - one  important  step  in  this  direction 
would  be  to  grant  further  education  facilities  to 
junior  staff. 

Inspection. 

577  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to 
the  shops  in  the  district. 

Sunday  Trading. 

Sunday  trading  is  not  generally  very  popular 
except  on  Hayling  Island  in  the  summer  months  for 
which  there  is  a special  order.  However,  there 
are  certain  shops  principally  on  the  main  roads 
who  do  quite  a volume  of  trade  on  Sunday.  Infringe- 
ments of  a minor  nature  have  occurred  and  verbal 
warnings  have  been  given,  but  most  traders  do  try 
to  keep  within  the  lav/  despite  its  intricacies. 

Time  has  been  spent  on  Sunday  observations  on 
approximately  two  Sundays  per  month. 

Evening  Closing. 

An  Evening  Exemption  Order  until  10  p.m.  during 
the  period  June,  July,  August  and  September  has  been 
passed  by  the  Council  for  shops  in  the  Hayling 
Island  Ward.  This  follows  the  half-day  closing 
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exemption  and  the  Sunday  Trading  Order.  It  Is 
much  appreciated  by  the  traders  particularly  in 
the  Sea  Front  area. 


Cautions. 

With  the  Shops  Act  as  with  most  modern  legis- 
lation It  is  possible  to  commit  minor  infringe- 
ments and  consequently  many  technical  offences 
are  detected  which  warrant  only  verbal  cautions. 
Out  of  a total  of  43  cautions  given  during  the 
year  none  were  deemed  sufficiently  serious  to 
report  to  the  Committee. 

HEATING  APPLIANCES  (FIREGUARDS)  ACT  1952. 

The  following  Is  a report  from  the  Shops  Act 
Inspector  on  Byelaws  of  the  above  Acts- 

The  administration  of  this  Act  was  taken 
over  from  the  Engineers  & Surveyor Ts  Department 
In  July  1959. 

Although  a certain  amount  of  work  has  been 
done  it  has  had  to  be  of  an  informal  nature 
because  the  equipment  necessary  to  carry  out  this 
work  although  ordered  at  once  has  not  yet  been 
received. 

The 'Act  prohibits  the  sale  of  new  and  second- 
hand gas,  electric  and  oil  heating  appliances 
unless  fitted  with  a suitable  guard. 

A considerable  amount  of  publicity  has 
recently  been  given  to  the  guarding  of  fires, 
particularly  where  children  are  concerned,  and 
the  Importance  of  this  Act  can  only  be  appreciated 
when  It  is  realised  that  in  one  year  alone  between 
600  and  700  people  die,  and  50,000  are  injured  due 
to  burns  and  unf ortuna tely  it  is  either  the  very 
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young  or  the  very  old  who  suffer. 

These  figures  are  not  surprising  really  when 
it  is  learned  that  of  5,000,000  heating  appliances 
in  use  in  this  country  a large  percentage  were 
bought  before  this  Act  was  passed,  and  are  conse- 
quently either  unsuitably  guarded  or  not  guarded 
at  all. 

Petroleum. 

The  following  is  an  extract  on  Petroleum  from 
the  Petroleum  Officers- 

General. 

Of  the  duties  performed  by  your  Inspector  the 
safe  keeping  of  Petroleum  is  probably  the  most 
important.  The  tendency  now  is  to  store  larger 
quantities  of  petrol  than  before  and  quite  a 
number  of  filling  stations  now  have  a storage 
capacity  of  12,000  gallons  of  petrol.  The  average 
sized  tank  was  of  a 500  gallon  capacity;  these  days 
most  tanks  installed  are  of  3000  gallon  capacity. 
The  larger  the  quantity  stored  the  greater  the 
danger  and  consequently  great  care  must  be  taken 
over  the  modern  installation  and  It  is  a practice 
to  pressure  test  all  tanks  and  pipes  to  a pressure 
of  10  lbs  per  square  inch,  and  then  bury  them  below 
ground  in  mass  concrete* 

New  Licences. 

Five  new  filling  stations  have  recently  been 
opened  and  plans  have  been  passed  for  another  two. 

A further  eight  licences  have  been  Issued  for  the 
storage  of  small  quantities  of  cellulose  paint  and 
in  each  case  suitable  storage  facilities  have  been 
provided. 

The  present  storage  level  of  petroleum  and 
petroleum  mixture  stands  at  155,619  gallons. 
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Inspection 


Regular  inspection  of  garages  and  filling 
stations  has  continued  and  213  such  visits  were 
made.  These  visits  were  made  up  of  routine  inspec- 
tion, second  visits  and  special  visits  to  new 
premises. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  regular  inspection 
of  garage  premises  is  vital,  as  neglect  through- 
familiarity  can  prove  fatal  when  handling  petrol. 
During  these  visits  checks  are  made  on  vent  pipes, 
fire  fighting  equipment  nHo  Smoking”  notices, 
notices  to  employees,  master  switches  and  petrol 
Interceptors. 

The  condition  of  pumps,  delivery  hose,  electrical 
equipment  and  fill  points  are  also  checked. 

A site  plan  of  all  filling  stations  has  been  made 
and  Is  filed  for  use  in  emergency. 

Tank  Testing. 

All  new  tanks  are  thoroughly  tested  before 
installation  and  old  tanks  are  being  systematically 
tested  when  they  are  20  and  25  years  old,  and 
thereafter  every  2 years.  Of  the  old  tanks  tested 
5 have  been  found  defective,  these  together  v/ith  18 
small  redundant  tanks  have  been  rendered  safe  by 
being  filled  with  a weak  mixture  of  sand  and  cement. 

Hackney  Carriage  Byelaws. 

The  following  is  an  extract  on  Hackney  Carriage 
Byelaws  from  the  Hackney  Carriage  Inspectors - 

” Quite  a lot  of  time  and  attention  has  been 
given  to  the  administration  of  the  above  Byelaws, 
particularly  as  a certain  amount  of  dissatisfaction 
has  been  expressed  on  certain  sections  of  the  Byelaws 
by  many  taxi  proprietors. 


It  was  thought  necessary  to  visit  all 
proprietors  to  hear  their  grievances  and  as  a direct 
result  of  these  meetings,  taxi  fares  have  been 
revised,  additional  taxi  stands  have  been  provided, 
taximeters  have  been  introduced  and  the  number  of 
taxi  licences  issued  reduced.  With  regard  to  this 
last  item,  it  was  felt  that  35  licences  were 
sufficient  to  cover  an  area  and  population  of  our 
size.  However,  due  to  the  rapid  expansion  of  the 
district  this  figure  will  be  reviewed  annually. 

It  is  not  suggested  that  the  alterations  to 
the  Byelaws  please  all  the  proprietors,  but  most 
of  them  feel  'that  the  changes  are  a step  in  the 
right  direction. 

Complaints  of  over  charging  have  been  received 
from  time  to  time,  and  one  driver  has  been 
successfully  prosecuted,  but  generally  complaints 
are  unfounded  because  passengers  do  not  realise 
that  extra  charges  are  made  for  luggage,  prams, 
dogs  etc.  It  is  thought  that  with  taximeters  and 
the  new  fare  cards  which  have  been  printed  the. 
number  of  complaints  will  be  reduced.” 

PUBLIC  SERVICES . 


Water  Supply. 

The  piped  water  in  this  area  is  supplied  bsr 
the  Portsmouth  Water  Company  and  all  samples  show 
the  water  to  be  wholesome,  pure  and  satisfactory 
in  all  respects.

Maintenance  of  "Main  rivers"  has  been  carried  out 
by  the  Hampshire  River  Board  throughout  the  year. 

WATERCOURSES  AND  DITCHES. 

The  maintenance  of  watercourses  and  ditches  has 
been  continued  in  accordance  with  the  Council rs  policy. 
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e.g.  to  maintain  sufficiently  far  downstream  of  a 
highway  to  prevent  flooding  of  the  highway,  and 
downstream  of  a culvert  or  S.W.  sewer  outfall  to  prevent 
silting  of  the  culvert  or  pipes  * 

SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE . 

The  policy  of  piping  highway  ditches  in  built-up  areas 
has  been  pursued.  Ditches  on  new  estates  have  generally 
been  piped  by  developer  under  notice  given  under  S.262 
of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936. 

SOIL  DRAINAGE. 

The  provision  of  the  Stockheath  Trunk  Sewer  has  been 
completed  and  will  relieve  flooding  which  occurs  in 
times  of  storm  in  the  Leigh  Park  area. 

The  connection  of  the  sewers  in  Bedhampton  to  the  Budds 
Farm  Sewage  Disposal  Works  has  been  completed,  enabling 
the  overloaded  works  at  Bedhampton  to  be  closed. 

The  Emsworth  Relief  Sewer  is  nearing  completion. 

A total  of  5 properties  have  been  converted  from 
cesspools  to  main  drainage  within  the  district*  but 
there  are  still  609  properties  known  to  be  drained  to 
cesspools.  This  compares  with  602  in  1958,  and  is  due 
to  12  properties  being  erected  without  main  drainage. 

Private  sewers  have  been  laid  to  Council1 s Specification 
and  under  supervision,  with  a view  to  future  adoption, 
on  various  privately  developed  estates  within,  the  Urban 
District. 

FUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

(a)  Refuse  Collection 

The  removal  of  household  refuse  is  effected,  on  a 
once  weekly  basis,  from  approximately  22270  premises. 
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by  means  of  a fleet  of  modern  closed-type  refuse 
collection  vehicles*  The  refuse  collected  is 
disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at 
Budds  Farm,  Havant,  and  Fielders  Park,  Purbrook. 

An  estimated  quantity  of  23,500  tons  of  refuse 
was  disposed  of  in  this  manner. 

(b)  Street  Cleansing, 

The  long  standing  system  of  street  sweeping  by 
lengthmen  is  being  progressively  replaced  by 
mechanical  means.  The  Council  operate  two  Lewin 
Sprinkler-Sweeper-Collectors  for  this  purpose,  and 
together  they  sweep  approximately  180  miles  of 
roadside  channel  weekly. 

A decreasing  number  of  lengthmen  are  still 
employed  on  footpath  cleansing  and  other 
maintenance  on  minor  roads. 

Special  arrangements  are  in  force  to  give 
more  frequent  attention  to  shopping  and  other  busy 
centres. 

(c)  Gulley  Cleansing. 

The  cleansing  and  flushing  of  street  surface 
water  gullies  is  executed  by  means  of  special- 
purpose  vehicles,  the  numbers  dealt  with  being s-
